The Convention was called to order 
yesterday afternoon soon after three 
o'clock by Rev. Aaron Chapin, 1). D., 
IiL. D., of Wisconsin, tho President 
of the Convention. It was stated that 
the meeting would be a conference up- 
on religious subjeet and a general ex- 
change of views was desired. 

Dr. Peet, of New York, opened the 
exercises with a series of religious 
services, following the order observed 
in the New 1 ork Institution, The Ford's 
Prayer, "Nearer my God to Thee" and 

the Ten Commandments wife repeat 
ed in concert. 

Kev. Thomas ( iallaudct, then led in 
prayejt, after which the committee on 
Order of Fnsiiuss reported topics for 
consideration by the meeting, and they 
wire taken up as follows : 

First, •■ The manner of spending the 
Sabbath. 

Dr. F M. (Iallaudct. of Washing- 
ton, D. (' . ("lulled the discussion, lie 
spoke of the difficulty in getting the 
pupils to read on the. Sabbath after 
their duties of the week. He would 
have the best books selected and not 
limit them to religious books and pa 
peas on the Sabbath, but permit the 
pupils to have what would entertain 
them, provided it was moral and of an 
instructive nature. He would have 
the pupils kept from vile and vicious 
conversation, and have such entertain 
mentiis would make their leisure hours 
both profitable and pleasant. 

Mr. Ci. F. Schilling, of Wisconsin, 
slated that those hours could be em- 
ployed in getting information that 
would benefit the pupils after they 

left schoo'. He referred specially to 
tho Bible history, scientific works and 
general history. In Wisconsin they 
distribute valuable works among the 
pupils on the Sabbath. 

Kev. B. Talbot, of Iowa, stated that 
the majority of the pupils were young 
and this fact should lie remembered 
in .having the Sabbath properly ob 
served. Hence too esuere discipline 
should not be insisted upon. The 
Sabbath should be made pleasant, but 
carefully observed. He did not re 
quire strictly religious reading. He 
allowed tliem to walk and enjoy 
cisc. but have no play or conversation 
on trivial things. He recommended 
highly the illustrated scriptural read- 
ing. 

Professor A Christie, of Belleville, 
Canada, held that the children should 
be taught to observe the Sabbath just 
as children in a family aie taught to 
observe it. He recommended a lib- 
eral distribution of the best magazines 
and papers, also a good library from 
which they can select. He stated that 

a priest instructed the Catholic chil- 
dren in the Canadian asylums by the 
aid of an interpreter, ami that any 
class of instructors was admitted to 
aid them in their services. 

Dr. Peet, of New York, gave the or- 
der of the Sabbath day at the institu 
tion in New York. They had regular 
Sabbath School and church exercises 
during the forenoon, and in the after- 
noon the pupils have a recess till 2 18O, 
when they attend chapel, alter which 
the time is their own. In the evening 
they assemble in chapel and have a 
piotorial illustration of the Sunday 
morning lesson. All the interesting 
views of the Holy Land, scenes of 
pictures of the BMMS) churches in the 
world have been given on the large 
canvas at these m eetings. They lire 
very attractive, and t lie 'mutes' hare 
taken great interest in them. A large 
number of allegorical views have also 
been exhibited, such a.s the "Hook of 
Ages." These Sunday night enter- 
tainments have grown into great favor 
in New York. 

Dr. Chapin, the President, thenjrtc 
ommended Dr. Newton s "s. riuoTi"* for 

children ." He spoke oi permitting 

the children to go in groups and "play " 
meeting. This he had tried and found 
to work well. 

The second topic was then taken up, 
viz: "Methods of religious instruc 
tions."

Mr. Schilling, of Wisconsin, inquir- 
ed as to the number of these institu- 
tions in which voluntary prayer meet 
ere held.

Superintendent Fay testified that 
they wa re regularly held in the Ohio 
Institution. 

Mr. Fllis suggested that the session 
be continued at night, but as arrange 
molds had been made to attend St. 
Paul's Church, it was decided to 
ni informal gathering in tho eve- 
ning, the meeting to be conducted by 
the mntep. Rev. Job Turner then of- 
fered prayer, and, after the singiug of 
the doxology, the benediction was pro- 
nounced by Dr. Chapin. 

Superintendent Fay announced that 
arrangements had been made for all 
to assemble iu the parlor after tea and 
enjoy the evening in singing and con- 
versation.
